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PREFACE. 



± HE Tables of lihe prib6s of corn, which are here 
submitted to the public, are derived from original do- 
cumentfs preserved at Oxford among the archives of the 
University, and the accounts of private Colleges. The 
Editor was first led into the examination of these do- 
cuments, by observing that the accounts of the prices 
at Windsor, to which political writers so frequently 
refer, had beeil preserved only in consequence of the 
operation of the Act, 18th Eliz., from which an ex- 
tract is given in page 9 of this work. Since therefore 
tliat Act applied as well to Oxford, Cambridge, and 
Winchester, as to Windsor, He concluded that similar 
accounts might be obtain^ from the Other places men- 
tioned in the Act, by any person who should have the 
opportunity, and would take the trouble, of making the 
necessary search. 

Our knowledge of the prices of com, antecedently 
to the commencement of the last century, is very scanty 
and imperfect. It is made up chiefly from casual no- 
tices collected from various authors, and (excepting in 
the case of the Windsor Tables) forms no connected 
series respecting any one place. Our infdrmatidn re- 
specting the wages of labour is still more unsatisfac- 
tory. We have seldom sufficient data to enable us to 
compare the wages of labour with the prices of pro- 
visions at the very same place and time. Political 
writers, therefore, endeavour to form an estimate of 
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iv PREFACE. 

the condition of the labouring poor in former periods 
of our history, by comparing the price of the necessa- 
ries of life in one place with the wages of labour, near 
the same time, in a different and frequently a distant 
place; an inaccurate principle of judgment, which sup- 
poses, what is far from the truth, that the prices of 
com and the wages of labour are respectively the 
same, at the same time, throughout the whole of the 
country : and though conclusions thus obtained, when 
cautiously drawn, and checked by reference to colla- 
teral circumstances, may in fact in many instances form 
tolerable approximations to the truth, yet is their uti- 
lity much lessened by the imperfect character of the 
reasoning, and the distrust which we must necessarily 
feel in using them as the foundations of any further 
consequences. 

The appUcation also of this principle to former times 
is less safe than it would be to the present. The equal- 
ization of prices between different places depends on 
the facility of communication between those places, 
and it seems reasonable to suppose that formerly, when 
the roads were bad and communication difficult, con- 
siderable differences may have existed in prices, at 
places even not far from each other. These, and va- 
rious other considerations, will indicate the importance 
of improving statistical accounts of this nature, and 
rendering them as numerous and perfect as possible. 

Even if additional facts serve no other purpose than 
to confirm those which we already possess, and to ve- 
rify the conclusions deduced from them, they are no 
small acquisition ; and it is satisfactory to see how ac- 
curately the prices at Oxford correspond with the 
Windsor prices in leading to the same results which 
Adam Smith deduced, in his digression concerning the 
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variations in the value of silver, at the end of his first 
book. 

He there deduces from the Windsor Tables the fol- 
lowing averages of the price of the best wheat by the 
quarter.

So far as concerns Adam Smith's reasonings, which 
depended only on the variations of the prices, and not 
their absolute amounts, the Oxford prices correspond 
with those of Windsor to a surprising degree of exact- 
ness. But it is observable that they are uniformly 
lower than the Windsor prices, and most so in the 
earlier periods ; and these differences, though they did 
not affect the conclusion in the question Adam Smith 
was considering, might be of importance in some other 
inquiries. 

It seems not improbable that if we could obtain full 
accounts of the prices of com in various parts of the 
kingdom for three or four centuries back, we should 
find them to have been considerably and permanently 
higher in some places than in others, and yet to have 
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vi PREFACE. 

varied from time to time in nearly the same proportion 
in all places. There appear also to be some grounds 
for a suspicion that the prices in towns were formerly 
materially higher than those of the country immediately 
adjoining. See page 5. 

The Editor's first object was, as has been mentioned, 
merely to collect the prices by which the corn-rents 
had been fixed at Oxford under the Act of Elizabeth. 
But in the course of the search necessary for effecting 
that object, he met with other documents, concerning 
which it is superfluous to say any thing here, as a full 
account of some of them is given in the Eooplanation 
of the TahleSy and copies of the rest are ddded in 
the Appendix. It may be sufiicient to state, that 
during the preparation of the work, and after that 
Explanation was printed, it was judged expedient to 
add Table XI. for the reasons mentioned in the note 
in page 32. 

Miscellaneous notices of prices of various commodi- 
ties collected from manuscripts at Oxford, but belong- 
ing to different parts of the country, have also been 
added.

Some minute variances in the prices for the last 17 years, as given in Tables 
X. and XI,, arise from the change of measure. Those in Table X. are true ac- 
cording to the accounts, but those in Table XL are from the actual returns, and 
are the most correct. 
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TABLES L AND II. 

J. HE prices given in these Tables are extracted from some 
ancient rolls found among the archives of the University. 
These rolls (of which a copy is added at the end of the book) 
contain the proceedings of the commissioners under an an- 
cient statute respecting the assize of bread and beer^ which 
directed the prices of com to be ascertained by the verdict of 
a jury for the purposes of the act. The statute itself is en- 
tituled Judicium PilloricBj and is to be found in the statutes 
of the realm published by the commissioners of public re- 
cords, vol. i. p. 20I. The following is an extract from the 
English translation of the statute : 

'^ If a baker or brewer be convict, because he hath not 
<^ observed the assize of bread and ale, the first, second, and 
<^ third times he shall be amerced according to his offence, 
" if it be not over grievous ; but if the offence be grievous 
*' and often, and will not be corrected, then he shall suffer 
^^ punishment of the body, that is to wit, a baker to the pil- 
" lory, and a brewer to the tumbrel, or some other correc- 
«' tion. 

" First, six lawful men shall be sworn truly to gather all 
^^ measures of the town, that is to wit, bushels, half and quar- 
" ter bushels, gallons, pottles, and quarts, as well of taverns 
^' as of other places ; measures and weights, that is to wit, 
" pounds, half pounds, and other little weights, wherewith 
^^ bread of the town or of the court is weighed ; that is to 
" say, one loaf of every sort of bread. And upon every 
'* measure, bushel, weight, and also upon every loaf, the 
" name of the owner distinctly written ; and likewise they 
" shall gather the measures of mills. After which thing 
*^ done, twelve lawful men shall swear to make true answer . 
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2 EXPLANATION OF THE TABLES. 

'^ to all such things as shall be demanded of them in the 
" king's behalf upon articles here following ; and such 
^' things as be secret, they shall ytter secretly^ ^nfl answer 
" privately. And the bailiffs shall be commanded to bring 
'^ in all the bakers and brewers with their measures^ and all 
" things underwritten. 

'* First, they shall enquire the price of wheat, that is to 

wit, how a quarter of the best wheat was sold the last 

market day, and how the second wheat, and how the 
" third, and how a quarter of barley and oats. 

" After, how the baker's bread in the court doth agree, 
'^ that is to wit, wastel and other bread after wheat of the 
'* best, or of the second, or of the third price, 

*^ Also, upon how much increase or decrease in the price 
'^ of wheat a baker ought to change the assize and weight 
'* of his bread. 

*^ Also, how much the wastel of a farthing ought to weigh, 
'^ and all other manner of bread, after the price of a quarter 
*' of wheat that they present. 

" And, for default in the weight of bread, a baker ought 
** to be amerced, or to be judged unto the pillory, according 
^' to the law and custom of the court. 

" Also, if any steward or bailiff for any bribe doth release 
" punishment of the pillory and tumbrel, being already judged 
" or to be judged of right. 

** Also, if they have in the town a pillory of convenient 
" strength, as appertaineth to the liberty of their market^ 
'^ which they may use if need be, without bodily peril either 
" of man or woman." &c. he,

2d., which is the price entered in 
Table IIL for July 1620; and in the same manner all the 
prices entered in that Table have been calculated. 

The prices of malt^ barley, beans, oats and pease, given in 
Tables IV. V. and VI. are the means of. the several prices 
entered in the books of the clerks of the market for the pe- 
riods to which they belong. 

Table VII. is given with a view to the use of Table X. 
in order to furnish data for deducing the average prices from 
the best prices. 

Accounts have been kept by the clerks of the market 
similar to those from which these Tables have been calcu- 
lated, up to the present time ; but the books containing them 
have not been preserved. 

TABLES VIII. AND IX. 

In the books of the clerks of the market before referred 
to are also contained the original orders for fixing the assize 
of bread and beer during the period to which those books 
extend. 

The following is a specimen of the common form in which 
the orders for the assize of bread are expressed :

In a few instances there is a considerable departure from 
the usual form. Thus, in Nov. 16124, we meet with the fol- 
lowing: 

*' The second price of wheat being at ^s* 6d.

'^ white loaf is to weigh seven ounces and a 
** half, troy weight. 

'* The penny wheaten loaf is to weigh eleven 
(14 oz. di.) ** ounces and a half, troy weight. 

" The penny household loaf fifteen ounces, a 
(18 oz.) " quarter of an ounce, and id. weight sterling. 
*^ This size to begin upon Tuesday the 9th of Nov. 1624. 

*' Jo. Prideaux, Vice-Can. Oxon.*' 

By the second price is td be understood the highest price 
but one appearing in the account of the sales of the imme- 
diate market day. 

The weights set down in the margin of the above order 
are the assize of the bread sold by the country bakers. This 
is evident from a comparison with other cases. For, though 
there is no other instance of the order itself being thus ex- 
plicit with respect to the different qualities of bread, there 
are a few where the explanation has been added subsequently 
at the foot of the order, and in such a manner as to explain 
what is ambiguous in the present instance. 

On the 27 th of October 1626, the second price of wheat 
was quoted at 385., according to which the weight of the

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The same difference of two ounces in the weight of the 
penny white loaf^ and three ounces in the penny wheaten and 
household, for the town and country bakers, appears in other 
cases, and prevails nearly, though not accurately, through- 
out all. Sometimes a table of the weights of household 
bread, according to the price of the loaf from id, to 12 J., is 
also added. Such tables occasionally appear on spare leaves 
at the ends of volumes. They are seldom altogether free 
from blunders. Here is an example, which occurs on a spare 
leaf without any notice of the price of com to which it re- 
lates. 

'* The penny loaf of the town household bread is to weigh 
^* 1% oz. and 6d, in silver* 

<^ The 2d. - 24 oz. a half, and ad. in silver. 

^^ The 3d. - 36 oz. 3 quarters, and 3d. in silver. 

^* The 4d. - 49 oz. and I2d. in silver. 

" The ^d. - 61 oz. and a half. 

" The 6d. - 73 oz. and a half* 

*' The penny loaf of the foreigners household bread is to 
<< weigh 15 oz. I quarter, and 3d. in silver. 

'^ The ad. ^ 30 oz. i half, and 6d. in silver. 

" The 3d. - 45 oz. 3 quarters, and gd. in silver. 

" The 4d. - 61 oz. and lad. in silver. 

" The 5d. - 76 oz. i quarter, and 3d. in silver. 

'* The 6d. - 91 oz. 3 quarters, and 3d. in silver. 

" The 7d. - 107 oz. and 6d. in silver. 

*^ The 8d. - laz oz. i quarter, and 9d. in silver. 

" The 9d. - 137 oz. i half, and lad. in silver. 

" The lod. - 15a oz. i half, and 6d. in silver.

The orders themselves, however, with the single exception 
before noticed, sum up all these details under the words 
" and the other proportionable," and in general the books 
fiirnish no information respecting them. 

The quoted prices are commonly those of the immediate 
market day, but sometimes they differ from them, and par- 
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ticularly when the price of corn is high. Thus, on the 9th 
of September 1637, the lowest price of corn appears to have 
been 495. 4d. the quarter, and the average as high as 515. 
Nevertheless on the same day the following order was made: 

" The price of wh^at agreed to be at 475. the quarter, the 
*' penny white loaf is to be seven ounces, and the rest to be 
'^ made up weight proportionably : this assize to begin the 
*' 1 3th of this present month of September 1637/' ■ 

So again, on the ibth of March 1637-38, the lowest price 
was 645., the average 6^s. 6d.f and the highest 695. 4d. the 
quarter. But the assize was fixed the same day by an order 
in th6 following terms : 

'* The price of wheat being for the three immediate mar- 
^ ket days at Ss. the bushel and more, and for four imme- 
^' diate market days preceding them at 75. the bushel and 

more, it was agreed that the rate for the present should be 

^K^cording unto 85. the bushel, and for the quarter at 3/. 45. : 
" so the elssize of the penny white loaf is to be five ounces 
" 35^. weight, and so proportionable. This assize to begin 
•' the lath of March 1637.'' 

The following is the only other instance of any material 
deviation from the usual form : 

" June 13, A. D. 1644. 

'* The first price of wheat being 55. the bushel, the market 
" day Wednesday the lath of June 1644, the penny loaf of 
" tvheaten bread made of meal dressed through a meal sieve 
** only, according to His Majesty's proclamation the 3d of 
** June 1644, is to be 1% ounces, of which bread no baker 
" shall sell to any person who shall retail it nwre than 13 to 
" the dozen ; neither may any baker bake any bread here in 
" Oxford of a finer sort than that aforesaid.'* 

With respect to the assize of beer, the orders run gene- 
rally according to the form of the following one, made April 
the 20th, 1620: 

" Malt being at 17^. 4^. the quarter, the barrel of double 
" beer is to be at Ss. 8d., and the middle and single beer pro- 
" portionable, viz. 

■ A week before, however, the average price had been as low as 47«. 8d, not 
much above the price mentioned in the order.

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« Double beer - 8s. Sd. 

*' Middle beer - 6 6 

" Single beer - 4 4 

" and the ale at 45. Sd. the quarter." 

The following are deviations from the usual form : 

^* Barley, from Michaelmas to this present !Z5th of Feb. 
** 1636, hath been every week sold for 24s. the quarter, 
'^ sometimes more ; malt hath been ordinarily sold for 26s. 
'^ Sd. the quarter, sometimes more ; this present it was sold 
** for 26s, Sd. : so the assize of double beer is to be at 105. the 
" barrel, and so proportionably, and the assize of ale 55. Sd. 
*' the quarter. This assize to begin Feb. ^7, 1636." (1637.) 

" April 7, 1656. 

'^ Malt being at present at i Js. 6d. the quarter, or there- 
'^ abouts, and for many just reasons agreed on for the relief 
*' of the brewers, taking consideration of the present rise 
*' of the prices of their fewel, hop, cask, and other mate- 
*' rials, as also for the preventing of some inconvenience ; 
** the price of double beer shall be gs. 4^. the barrel, the 
'^ middle at 6s.y the single at 45. Sd. the bajrel, and ale at 
'* 45. lod. the quarter. This assize to begin the 8th of April, 
" and to continue until further order.** 

In general the price of the single beer is half that of the 
double beer, and that of the middle beer the mean between 
the other prices. There are two exceptions with respect to 
the middle beer, of which one occurs in the order just no- 
ticed. 

The mode of expressing a quantity of ale by the quarter is 
not known in Oxford at present : perhaps a quarter of a bar- 
rel was intended. 

In Table VIII. are given the prices quoted in the orders 
for the assize of bread, with the corresponding weights of 
the penny white loaf. Similarly, in Table IX. are given the 
quoted prices of malt, with the corresponding prices of the 
barrel of double beer, and the quarter of ale. 

TABLE X. 

This table exhibits the prices of corn obtained from the 
accounts of the rents of different colleges. 
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By the act i8th Eliz. cap. 6, it was enacted^ that in all 
college leases to be made after the end of that session of par- 
liament, one third part at the least of the old rent should be 
reserved in wheat and malt, after the rate of six and eight- 
pence the quarter for wheat, and five shillings the quarter for 
malt, and such rents, unless delivered in kind, to be paid for 
after the rate at which the best wheat and malt should be 
sold the next market day before the said rent should be 
due*. 

As an example of the operation of this statute, a case may 
be taken of a college estate, of which the ancient rent ante- 

• The words of the statute are these : <' For the better mamtenance of learn- 
'* ing, and the better relief of scholars in the aniversities of Cambridge and Ox- 
** ford, and the colleges of Winchester and Eton, be it enacted by the Queen's 
*' Majesty, the lords spiritual and temporal, and the commons, in this present 
" parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, that no master, 
provost, president, warden, dean, governor, rector, or chief ruler of any 
college, cathedral church, hall or house of learning in any of the universities 
aforesaid, nor any provost, warden, or other head officer of the said colleges 
" of Winchester or Eaton, nor the corporation of any of the same, by what 
title, stile, or name soever they now be, shall or may be called, after the end 
of this present session of parliament, shall make any lease for life, lives, or 
*' years of any farm, or any of their lands, tenements, or other hereditaments, 
« to the which any tithes, arable land, meadow or pasture doth or shall apper*

*' houses, in ready money, at the election of the said lessees, their executors, 
administrators and assigns, after the rate of the best wheat and malt in the 
market of Cambridge, for the rents that are to be paid for the use of the house 
or houses there ; and in the market of Oxford, for the rents that are to be paid 
« for the use of the houft or houses there ; and in the market of Winchester, 
" for the rents that are to be paid for the use of the house or houses there ; and 
'* in the market of Windsor, for the rents that are to be paid for the use of the 
" house or houses at Eaton ; is or shall be sold the next market day before the 
'* said rent shall be due, without fraud or deceit : and that all leases otherwise 
** hereafter to be m^de, and all collateral bonds or assurances to the contrary, 
<* by any of the said corporations, shall be void in law to all intents and pur- 
" poses, &c. &c." 

It is from the operation of this statute that the Tables known as the <' Wind- 
*' sor Tables*' have arisen. Probably materials for similar Tables might be ob- 
tained from Cambridge and Winchester.

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Cedently to the statute was 61. In all leases subsequently to 
the statute there was reserved a rent of 4/. in money, and 
three quarters of wheat and four quarters of malt, which 
quantity of com was equivalent to the reiDaining 2L at the 
prices mentioned in the statute. This corn rent was paid 
according to the actual prices of wheat and malt at the time 
of the rent's becoming due ; and thus the operation of the 
statute occasioned the prices of corn to appear in the college 
accounts. 

The books of different colleges differ occasionally in the 
prices of the earlier years* Probably some time elapsed be- 
fore the mode at present in use of obtaining a certificate from 
the clerks of the market was adopted. In the books of the 
clerks of the market preserved in the archives of the Uni- 
versity, and which have been already mentioned in the no- 
tices of the preceding Tables, a distinction is made of the 
two market days on which the rents depend, from Michael- 
mas 1624 downwards, but not earlier, by the accounts for 
those days being signed by the Vice- Chancellor. Some^^ 
times also there appears a formal certificate of the best 
prices of wheat and malt, similar to those at present in use, 
and signed by the Vice-Chancellor and the clerks of the 
market. Hence it is probable that before 1624 no uniform 
method of ascertaining the prices was practised throughout 
the University. 

The prices given in the Table for Michaelmas 1584, and 
for Lady-day in 1585, 1586, 1587, and 1588, are not ob- 
tained from any conclusive data. All that is certain respect- 
ing them is, that a corn-rent of three bushels of wheat and 
four bushels of malt amounted in money

If the relation of the prices of wheat and malt were cer-» 
tain and invariable, the above data would be sufficient from 
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which to calculate the prices of wheat and malt nt the timeft 
to which they relate. But it is not so^ the price of wheat 
being sometimes double that of malt^ or even more, and 
sometimes falling to the proportion of 5 to 3, or even lower. 
There are, however, circumstances which will enable us to 
fix the prices from these data with tolerable confidence. 

We may reasonably assume that the prices of the bushel 
of wheat and malt, from which the above corn rents were 
estimated, were expressed in whole numbers of pence $ ac*- 
cording to which assumption the cotemporary prices of 
wheat and malt will be limited to the following cases, the 
cases of the price of wheat approximating to that of malt on 
the one band, or much exceeding the double of it on the 
other^ being excluded as extravagant.

We may be enabled to form a selection from these cases 
by attending to the following considerations : 

1st. It is apparent on inspection of the Table that the Lady- 
day prices have in general some connection with those of the 
preceding Michaelmas. 

adly. The prices of wheat and malt rise and fall together : 
at least there is never any considerable rise or fall in either 
without some rise or fall in the other. 

3dly. The prices of wheat vary more than those of malt : 
in a dear year wheat rises more, in a cheap year it falls more 
than in proportion to malt. 

With reference to these principles the cases marked (a) 
are excluded on the ground of their exhibiting too great an 
inequality in the prices of wheat and malt for cheap seasons^ 
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and the two first of them also on the ground of their exhi- 
biting a fall in the price of malt with a rise in that of wheat ; 
the cases marked (b) are excluded on the ground of their 
not exhibiting a sufficient inequality in those prices for dear 
seasons, and also on the ground of their exhibiting too great 
a rise in the price of malt compared with wheat. There re- 
main only the cases entered in the Table, which are free from 
these objections, and correspond very well with the prices 
which precede and succeed them, in conformity with the 
considerations mentioned above. 

The ancient market days at Oxford were Wednesday and 
Saturday, and down to 1658 (the latest date to which the 
old accounts of the clerks of the market reach) there is no 
ground for believing that there was any difference between 
the two market days. Wednesday, however, has ceased to 
be a market day for com, for 2,^ years at least, and probably 
for nearly 100, except in a very trifling degree. It is said 
that till the practice of selling by sample was begun about 
^5 years ago, there was generally some com pitched on a 
Wednesday, though frequently little or nothing more than 
what remained unsold from the preceding Saturday. Never- 
theless, the colleges still look for a price from the Wednes- 
day's market, whenever the rent day falls on a Thursday, 
Friday, or Saturday; and it frequently happens that not- 
withstanding that particular notice is given to the corn fac- 
tors to make a return of all corn purchased by them, no 
account can be obtained of any corn having been sold. In 
such a case, the most natural resource would seem to be, to 
recur to the prices of the preceding Saturday. The prac- 
tice, however, has been to drop the enquiry for that time, 
and to continue the rents at the prices of the preceding half- 
year. Consequently where within the last 90 or 100 years 
the same prices appear to recur in succession, it is possible 
they may be merely nominal prices. The market days from 
which the prices for 1737 and 1738 ought to have been ob- 
tained were all Wednesdays, and from the peculiarity of the 
amount given in the Table, it is probable that the price of 
wheat at Michaelmas 1736 was continued for two years. 
The certificates from the year 1760 have been preserved in 
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one of the colleges : and from them it is apparent in what 
cases since 1760 there has been no com really sold^ and there- 
fore the prices so ascertained to be fictitious are omitted in 
the Table. 

In 1 813, for the first time, the returns were made accord- 
ing to the Winchester measure; and from that time the 
practice has been to correct the returned prices, previously 
to the calculation of the rents, by the addition of one^eighth 
to the price of wheat, and one-sixteenth to that of malt. 
Hence it would seem, that wheat had been formerly sold at 
Oxford by a bushel of nine gallons, and malt by a bushel of 
eight and a half gallons. The prices entered in the Table are 
continued throughout according to the ancient bushel. 

Formerly the price of malt scarcely exceeded that of bar- 
ley at any time, and occasionally it fell below it. Malt mea- 
sures something more in bulk than the barley it is made of, 
and the difference is, or at least used to be, nearly a sufficient 
compensation to the maltster for bis trouble. Since the im- 
position of a tax upon malt, the price has risen more than 
by the amount of the tax. The prices of malt given in the 
Table are simply the differences between the market prices 
and the amount of the tax. They therefore in all probability 
bear a higher ratio to the price of barley than before the tax 
was imposed.

But there seems reason to doubt whether much depend- 
ance can be placed on it. The example of the entries in the books of the clerks 
of the market, which is given in the Introduction, was selected on account of its 
exhibiting thb prices of malt, barley, beans, and oats, besides that of wheat. Rut 
about the time to which it belongs the accounts appear also to have been better 
kept in other respects, and are much more full than in the rest of the period to 
which those books extend. Entries of one person purchasing more than a quar- 
ter are rare ; and it is not overstating the case .to say, that throughout the whole 
of the books the entries do not average for one market-day above six or seven for 
the number of purchasers, nor above forty or fiffy for the number of bushels sold. 
The average in the first part of the period is perhaps more, and in the latter part 
less. These accounts were probably kept only with the view of fixing, by refer- 
ence to them, the assize of bread and beer ; and as the rule in general seems to

hare been to fix the assize of bread by the first or second price of wheat, without 
reference to the average, all inquiry respecting the prices of wheat of inferior 
qualities was not improbably neglected, except possibly in times of scarcity, 
when it seems to have been made an object to name as low a price as possible in 
fiixiug the assize. On these grounds it is reasonable to infer that the prices here 
given as average prices are higher than the true prices of wheat of an average 
quality. If these remarks be just, they apply equally to Table III. 

* If the order was made on a market-day, as it most usually was, these prices 
are the highest prices appearing in the entries of the same day ; if otherwise, of 
the market'day next preceding. They are here extracted for the sake of com- 
parison, but are not noticed in the original orders. See the Introduction. 

^ These prices are sometimes mentioned as the first, sometimes as the second 

prices; and sometimes the orders run, " The price of wheat being " without 

distinction of first or second prices. In general they are higher than the average 
prices. The second price is, almost invariably, much above the average.

* Table X. has been printed with the prices by the bushel, as they were ex- 
tracted firom the accounts and returns, which were always made out by the 
bushel. But as the more general way of estimating the price of corn is by the 
quarter, the addition of this Table has appeared desirable. The prices inserted 
in it are true to the nearest penny, either over or under. With respect to the 
old measure of malt, see what is said in the Introduction. It is certainly very 
extraordinary, that when com of every description was measured by a bushel of 
nine gallons, there should at the same time and place have been a different mea- 
sure for malt alone. But such appears to have been the fact An old maltster de- 
clares that it was so during the whole of his time until 1813, and that he possessed 
formerly a malt-bushel of his grandfather's, which measured only eight gallons 
and a half, and which he conceives must have been made nearly one hundred 
years ago. Possibly before the impositton of a tax upon malt, the old bushel of 
nine gallons may have been used for malt as well as other things ; and the opera- 
tion of the excise laws, by forcing on the maltsters the use of the Winchester 
bushel at an early period, may have effected a compromise between the two mea- 
sures. But there is no evidence of this, and therefore in this Table the price of 
malt by the Winchester quarter is calculated from the price by the ancient quar- 
ter, by the deduction of i-iyth only, throughout.

« Quia bis coctus in the statutes. The " panis de wastello," ** panis de si- 
« menello,*' and " panis de coketto," appear to hare been diflTerent sorts of 
white bread, all made from com of the same quality, but with some differences 
in the mode of preparation. 

That they were all nearly alike in the quality of the materials is evident from 
the minuteness of the differences in the respective weights of the farthing loaf. 
When wheat was at is. 2s, or 3^. a quarter, the farthing loaf weighed, in each 
case respectively, six, four, or two pounds, and upwards, in which weights a 
difference of 2s. was a quantity too small to be allowed on account of any differ-^ 
ence in the quality of the materials. The symnel bread was first boiled and then 
baked, and the allowance of 2s, was made for the additional loss of weight in 
this double preparation. '^ Panis autem de simenello ponderabit minus quam 
" wastellus iU, quia bis coctus est," according to the common reading of the 
statute. So also ati old assize book, printed in the time of Henry the Eighth, 
quoting a statute which it diescribes as having been made at Winchester, says, 
**The aymnel shall wey less than the wastell by ii«., because of the sethynge." 
And in &e west of England the name of symnel cakes still attaches to cake^ 
prepared in a certain way, of which one peculiarity (though perhaps the only 
diaracter which they have in common with the symnel bread) is, that they are 
both baked and boiled. In Todd's Johnson's Dictionary, simnel is described 

£ 
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as " a kind of sweet-bread or cake*' ; and from a work of the date of i595> tbere 
is given the following qnotation : " Sodden bread, which be called simnels, or 
** cracknellsy be very unwholesome.*'* 

Simnel bread was still in use, but not much in use in 1684, as is evident from 
the following article from Manley*s Interpreter, which was first inserted in the 
edition of 1684. << Simnell, Simnellus, from the Latin simila, which signifies 
« the finest part of the flour. Panis similageneus, simnel bread. It is men- 
" tioned in the < Assiza panis,' and is still in use, specially in Lent." It was 
not spice bread ; for orders issued by the privy council in the times of Elizabeth 
and James I. for regulating the assize of bread, which prohibit the making of 
*' spice-cakes, buns, bisket, or any other spice-bread, except at burials^ Easter, 
" or Christmas, expressly state, that spmnel bread, wastel, white, wheaten, 
'* household, and horsebreads, and none other kinds of bread," may be made. 

Neither .the *' panis de simenello," nor the <' panis de wastello," were common 
white bread ; which appears to have been described in the statute under the de- 
nomination of ** panis de coketto." That wastel bread was not plain white 
bread, will be evident from a consideration of various particulars. In a very old 
manuscript book in the Bodleian Library, which purports to contain copies of 
charters and statutes, under the title '* Assiza panis," is given the substance of 
part of the statute " Assiza panis et cervisin." In that abstract of the statute 
there occur the following words, << Quando quarterium frumenti venditur pro 
'< xviii<^. tunc panis albus de quadrante, et panis similiter de wastello, pondera- 
** bit m\(i. iLS, viii^." where a distinction is evidently taken between wastel 
bread, and white bread. So again, in the old Assize book before referred to, the 
words succeeding those already quoted from the statute of Winchester, are these : 
*' and the farthynge whyte lofe shall wey more than the wastel by \\$, because of 
« the brakynge." An instance in which the distinction was made in the time of 
Elizabeth and Barnes has already been quoted. 

Though, however, it is clear that wastel bread was not common white bread, 
it is not easy to ascertain in what the difference consisted. 

In the Assize book before mentioned, the weights of *' the farthynge wastell, the 
'< farthynge simnel, the farthynge white lofe, the halfjpeny whyte lofe, the halfpeny 
<< wheten lofe, the peny wheaten lofe, and the halfpeny householde lofe," are cal- 
culated for the different prices of wheat, from iid, to 20s. 6d. the quarter. At 
the tops of the respective columns there is a cut or figure of a loaf of each kind 
of bread; where the wastel loaf appears as if formed with a stamp or mould, the 
symnel looks like a patty or pie with a close paste, and all the other kinds of 
bread are exhibited as round notched loaves, differing only in their size. 

The derivation of tiie term wastel is uncertain. Cowel, who is follow^ 
by Cunningham, Tomlins, Crab> and others, deduces the name from the 
wassel-bowl, the bowl used by the Saxons at their entertainments in drink- 
ing healtiis ; and cakes and fine white bread, usually sopped in the wassel- 
bowl, are supposed from it to have obtained the name of wastel-bread. But they 
refer to Matt Paris, 141, at which reference all that is to be found relative 
to this subject is the following expression, which occurs, in a passage apparentiy 
describing tiie ceremonies to be observed on the admission of a newly-clec€ed 
abbot : *' Solus in refectorio prandebit supremus, habens vastellum."

hoasebold bread. This is manifest from a comparison of the proportions of the 
weights of the different qualities of bread mentioned in the statute before us, 
(which is usually referred to the 51 at of Henry III.) with those mentioned in the 
supposed statute of Winchester, which, whether it were really a statute or not, 
is evidently a regulation of very ancient date. The statute directs, that the was • 
tel shall weigh more than the symnel, but less than the cocket by 28, : so also tlte 
itatute'of Winchester directs, that the wastel shall weigh more than the symnel, 
but less than the white loaf by is. The weight of the white was consequently 
the same as that of the cocket bread. Again, the weight of the *' panis de in- 
** tegro frumento" was half as much again as that of the cocket bread, and tha^ 
of the ** panis de omni blado*' twice that of the cocket : so also the statute of 
Winchestier, in the continuation of the extracts already given, directs that the 
wheaten bread shall weigh half as much again, and that of all sorts of grain twice 
as much as the white bread. 

Agnn, in the Tables for tiie assize of bread from the time of Henry VII. down- 
wards, (for the Assize book already spoken of appears to have been originally 
composed in the 12th of Henry VII.) there is no mention made of the *' panis 
« de omni blado,*' but there is substituted for it the household bread, bearing 
the same proportion to the other sorts of bread as is directed in the statute for 
the '' panis de omni blado,'* and agreeing with the weight prescribed by tHe 
statute, even in its errors. By the *' panis de omni blado," therefore, was meant 
what was subsequently called household bread, and the '' panis de integro fru- 
*' mento" was wheaten bread. 

No doubt seems ever to have been entertained on this subject by the framers of 
the Assize books. In an Assize book of the date of 1595* it is observed inciden- 
tkWj, " the farthing cocket is the farthing white loaf at this day, the which is 
<< mentioned in the statute made in the 51st year of king Henry III.*' 

It is difficult to say what was intended by the *' panis de teet," or '< treet." 
Al its weight was to be twice that of the wastel, it could not differ much from 
that of the " panis de omni blado." Some derive it from triHeum, and consider it 
to have meant wheaten bread, but the supposition seems to rest only on the simi- 
larity of the name. It is mentioned but rarely in these rolls; not above twice 
or three times at moQt. See pp. 72 and 86.

THE rules respecting the differences in the assize of bread, accord- 
ing as it was made by the town or country bakers, and the propor* 
tion between the weights of bread of the same price of different qua- 
lities, are set down clearly in the assize-books and other documents. 

Thus, in a proclamation issued by the Vice- Chancellor, in the time 
of Philip and Mary, there is contained the following item : 

"Item, The said Commissarie commaundith, that no bakers of the 
" contery hence forthe presume to bring any bread into this Uni-

above the assyse here appointed, and so ratably in other lovys and 
'' kindes of bread, accordynge to the order used in London." 

So also in the assize-books there is contained an order of the privy 
council, dated in 1604, in which is found the following item : 

" Item, Whereas there are in cities and corporate towns common 
** bakers, using the mystery of baking there, and within the same 
** cities and towns the foreign bakers, which come into the markets 
** with their breads to be sold, shall not only bring with them such 
^' breads as the law and ordinances do allow to be made and sold, 
" as aforesaid ; but also keep and observe this order in the weight of 
** their breads^ as hereafter folio weth, because the said forreigners do 
*' not bear and pay, within the same cities and towns, such scot and 
*' lot as the bakers of the same towns do/* 

The order then directs that the country bakers shall observe the 
following weights in their several sorts of bread : 

Their id. white r shall weigh more than"^ 2 ounces. 
id, wheaten i the same sorts of the > 3 ounces, 
id. household L town bakers bread by J 3 ounces. 

The same rule appears to have continued during the whole, or at 
least the greater part, of the J7th century. An assize-book of the 
date of 1630, mentions also that in the time of Hen. HI. " it was 
" provided, that the forreiners bread should weigh 10s, heavier in 
" the penny loaf than the townsdweller." 

With respect to the proportion between the weights of the dif- 
ferent qualities of bread, it is sufficiently defined in, what is called in 
the assize-book of Henry VIIth*s time, the Statute of Winchester, 
which runs in the following terms : 

" The Statute of Wynchestre. 

*' This is the assyse of all manner of breade of what grayne of 
*' corne soever it be. It shall be weyed after the farthyng wastell. 
'< The symnel shall wey lesse than the wastel by \\s, because of the 
" sethynge. And the farthynge whyte lofe shall wey more than the 
<< wastell by ii^. because of the brakynge. And that the halfpeny 
wheten lofe shall wey thre farthynge white loves. And the half- 
peny lofe of all manner of come shall wey two halfpeny white 
loves. And the baker shall be allowed on every quarter for bak- 
" ynge, for grout and fumynge iiid., for woode iiid., for the journemen

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** iiid. ob., for two pages id. halipeny, for salt ob., for eyste ob., for 
** candeli ob., and for his tyedogge ob., and his bran all to his ad- 
" vantage. 

** And this is the statute of Wynchestre.** 

An assize-book of the date of 1595, mentions, in the Introduction 
addressed *' to all Magistrates and others her Majesties Officers," that 
** the auncient custome and order of this realme hath been, that three 
" halfpeny-worth of white breade should always way one peny-worth 
** of wheaton bread : and one peny-worth of household bread should 
" justly way two peny-worth of white bread.*' 

The same rule was continued by the statute of 8th Anne, cap. 1 8, 
and subsisted till the year 1758.

uppon peine of imprisonment and forfeiture of triple the valewe of 
all and syngular suche persons as shall offend aganst this proclama- 
tion or any artycle therein conteynyd. 

Moreover the said Comyssary chargethe and comaundethe, that no 
baker bake after dyvers assyses, as one for this Universitie and towne, 
and an other for the countrey, upon peyne of streight imprisonment 
and other punishments, as unto the said Comissarie shal be thought 
mete for suche offenders in that behalfe. 

Item^ that every brewer, accordynge to his portion, do make sufiy^

" veyors and takers have of late excessively frequented the said markets, (viz.

'' lars, which also in this great dearth is like to increase and be more lament- 
<< able,*' and the Act therefore enacts that purveyors shall not take victuals 
within five miles of Cambridge or Oxford.

Item, the said Ck>myssarie, royndynge all occasions of the breche of 
peace and discord utterly to be taken away, dothe streightly charge 
and comaunde, that no man of this Universitie or suburbs of the same 
were any weapon, as sworde, woodknife,daggar,or any such other lyke, 
uppon peine of forfeiture of every suche weapon or weapons, and his 
body to prison : Excepte suche persons as by auctorytie are accus- 
tomyd so to doe, which are, the Chauncelor or his Comyssarie and 
his servants and deputes, the proctors and their servants, Mr. Maior 
of the Cytie and his servants, the bayleis and their officers, and the 
counstabels, when they are callid to doe their office, and not at other 
tymes. And this muche for the former proclamacon. 

Nowe as concumynge this present daye. Whereas dyvers persons 
of this Universitie and Cytie, havynge wyne to sell, brochethe hit al- 
most as soone as it comythe home, before it be any thinge fyned, to 
no lytell daunger of all such as drinketh of the same, whereby yt is 
much to be fearid that grevous sickenes must briefely of necessitie 
insue : the said Comyssarye streyhtly comandethe and chargethe> that 
all they which have any suche wyne a broche, not parfectly fyned> and 
not fully halfe drawen fbrthe, ymediatly stoppe it upp^ and sell no 
more of hit untill hit be fyne, and that from hence forthe no wyne 
seller, within the said Cytie or subbarbs of the same, sett any kynde 
of wyne a broche to be solde, untill suche tyme as the saide Comissarie 
hath a triall thereof wether it be good and holsome, and be by hym 
allowed to be sold, uppon peine of forfeiture of xx«. for every such 
vessell set a broche.

place, uppon peine of excomunication, and streight imprisonmente, 
un&ynidly to be exequutid uppon the transegressor of this comaund- 
ment.

The quarter beginning March 1 1, 1585, ending June 1 1. 

Com was at a reasonable price, and all things else ', except linen 
cloth, fiax, hemp. Soap, and all sweetsmelling things was dear. And 
pins-points, laces, thread, silkes, velvets, cambricks, lace, and needle 
work, was much set by, and fine costly works and all such things as 
belong to Venus. And those that were drawers of fine needle work 
and embroider^s were much set a work and much r^arded. And 
there was much pride and lechery used, and much slandering and 
backbiting, and hatred and deceits used, yea even among friends. 
Sugar was very dear, worth iSd, a pound. 

Victuals was reasonable good cheap, as butter, eggs, fish, flesh,

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veal, lamb> beef, mutton, &c. There was much iawe this time, and 
lawyers were well fed a while, but at last they had a fiedl. 

The quarter beginning June ii, 1585, ending Sept. 13. 

This summer was very wet and rainy, and much hail did fail often. 
A fair day was dainty, and it was marvailously cold, and much thun- 
der and lightning. Wheat was worth 35. a bushel, barley 22d. 
Good store of pepped nuts, and but little masts. The fruit was 
reasonable. 

The wines proved very well this year for sacks and claret, and 
white wine, but especially sacks. Oils was reasonable ; but the bees 
did not prosper, honey and wax was dear and scant. Hops reason- 
able had it not been for the wet, but the wet spoiled many. Grass 
and hay reasonable store. Flesh, good cheap, and other victuals, as 
butter and cheese. Linen cloth somewhat dear. 

The quarter beginning Sept. 13^ ending Dec. 12, 1585. 

This time of harvest or autumn was very wet and rainy, and the 
weather unstable, and the hardest was very late, for in many places 
it was fortnight after Michaelmas or their harvest was in. And not 
above 23 miles from us it was so. It was very late also with us 
about Sarum, by reason of the wet. The com was full of weeds, 
and did yield but badly. Wheat about this time was worth 2s. id. 
and seven groats a bushel, but it did rise apace ; barley was at i6d, 
oats at Sd, and lod. And sheep were very good cheap, for a man 
might have bought for 52. a hundred, that is, i2d. a piece, of ewes 
and hogs, they were so cothed, the summer was so wet. And there 
fell much rain in this time, and it was marvailous cold. The wea- 
ther was very unstable, and there was much lightning and thunder^ 
sometimes three or four days together, that at Waybill fair there fell 
such a sudden storm and tempest in the night, with thunder and 
lightning, and such great wind from the west and south-west, that 
there was such a cry among the people and great lamentation, that 
they thought domesdaie had been come, the flood came on them so 
suddenly, and the storming. Many of them were overthrown, and 
much of their wares spoiled and lost. And this storm and tempest 
dured two days and better : agrievous weather it was as ever was 
seen. But Michaelmas day itself was reasonable fair, but the day 
before and after was marvaillous to tell of. Wheat was then worth 
2s. 6d.t barley i8d. There was this time much robbing at sea, and 
' much preparation to go into Flanders, and much news and tidings. 
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and great death of rother beasts in the west countries and low coun- 
tries. Butter and cheese at Michaelmas was reasonable cheap : at 
20S, a hundred, cheese of the best, and some better cheap at i6s. 
The gth of October the king of Portugal came to Sarum, and stayed 
there about three days. 

The quarter beginning Dec. 13, 1585, ending March 11, 1586. 

Aries in 12th a. with ® and $ in her detriment signifieth a 
great death of all sorts of these cattle, viz. of horses, sheep in the 
low countries by means of cothe, of swine in the new forest, and in 
divers other places, of cows in Somersetshire. The death of kine 
was so great, that all the winter and lent following butter was in 
Somersetshire at 6d, a lb., and cheese at 3(2., and also it was very 
dear in all places. Cheese and butter was very dear with us at Sa- 
rum, but we had little death of cattle with us. But all victuals was 
dear, and barley was worth 2s,, wheat 4^., and 13 groats, malt 2«., 
oats 2od., rye was worth 4^., peason at 28. Hay and straw was rea- 
sonable plenty. But wood and coal was very dear with us, and good 
ale was dear, for there was none good to be had, the brewers put in 
too much water. Pepper was worth 13 groats, ginger 28, 6d. Salt 
was worth 10 groats. Flesh was very dear till Midsummer follow- 
ing. Honey and wax was scant, for the bees did prosper ill the 
summer before. About Christmas, and a month before, and eight 
weeks afiter, the swine and other cattle did die abundance ', the sum- 
mer before there was no masts. But nuts reasonable, and other 
fruit reasonable in all places. 

The quarter beginning March 11, 1586, ending June 12. 

This spring cattle of all sorts, viz. sheep that were good and sound, 
were very dear in the high countries and the low countries also. 
Rother beasts were very dear in the west countries, but not so dear 
with us. Horses were very dear with us, and swine and much 
cattle died this spring. Victuals and flesh were very dear, and so 
was butter and cheese all the spring time. Wheat in this spring 
time was worth 4^., and the price did rise daily. Barley was worth 
28. 6d, So was malt and all kind of grain, that there was like to 
be a great famine among the poor. And had not the justices kept 
down the market, and made the formers to thresh out their com, 
and bring it to the market, com would ha^e been with us, if they 
might have been suffered to have sold as they would that had to sell, 
at 7«. or 8«. a bushel : it was at 17 groats with us, and in other 
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places it was much dearer than it was with us. In some places 
west the poor went into the farmers* bams, and threshed out their 
com, whether they would or no, and many uproars were like to be 
for want of com, yet there was enough in the realm, if it had been 
brought forth, but men would not bring it forth till they were com* 
pelled. There came this year much rye out of Dantzic to England, 
and was sold for lo groats a bushel in the spring time in divers 
places of the land, London, Bristow, Hampton, &c. Money was 
much regarded, and much working of treason and &lshood, and mur- 
muring of wars, and much going over into Flanders, and poor com- 
mons oppressed by taxes and payments, and by unjust dealings. No 
law, nor justice to be had, but rigour and hatred, and one ready to 
cut another's throat, and all for money, to maintain pride, and 
knavery. Hops were worth at Whitsuntide, the 226. of May, 4 if. a 
hundred, pepper 4s., sugaV, the best i6d., anisseeds yd., ginger 2$, 

The quarter beginning June 12, 1586, ending Sept. 13. 

This summer season was sometime wet and sometime dry, but 
there was no great dryth nor much fair weather all this season, but 
leaping and drisking weather. There was no hot weather, but mild 
all this summer. Corn, as wheat, was very dear at 5^. and 1 7 groats 
a bushel, barley at 3^., malt at 3s., oats at 2s., rye at 49. Victuals 
was dear. Many poor like to starve, and make uproars for want of 
bread, and some hanged themselves, as well those that had no need 
of such things as those that wanted. Oil was dear this summer, and 
olives. But the corn in the field did prosper very well in our coun- 
try, both wheat and barley, and few weeds in the com. And in 
most countreys about the com was very good ; and as for peason, 
vetches, oats and such like, there was never so many seen in our 
country of Wiltshire as there was this year ; God be praised, there 
was great store at harvest. And the harvest was very soon and timely 
in most places this year : a month after Midsummer they were at it 
in most places with us; but about London and those countreys the 
peason, vetches, oats, beans and such like did fail, for the floods of 
water had drowned them up in the low countreys, and the harvest 
with them was somewhat late. There was great store of radishes 
and cucumbers this year in most places, and purslane ; but not many 
onions nor garlick. Few plums, not many apples nor pears. The 
hops did prosper but badly this year. 
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The quarter beginning Sept. 13, 1586, ending Dec. 12. 

The month of September was very wet, and it rained almost every 
day more or less. Much wind. Wheat was worth 10 groats, bar* 
ley 20(L Fiesh reasonable cheap; butter and cheese dear. Cucumbers 
and radishes great store. Few plums, pears and apples. Linen cloth, 
as canvas, hoUand, and such like, is very dear. Oil is dear, herst as 
dear. There was but few plums and other fruit and pears this year. 
Great store of cucumbers, and radishes, and turnips, and cabbages. 
Wheat was worth 1 1 groats a bushel at Waybill fair, barley was at 
2td. and 2 2d. a bushel. It was in Salisbury, the 8th of October, 
Saturday, wheat at 4s,, and 1 1 groats and 2d., barley at 2s., butter at 
3|d. a lb., cheese 2|(f. a lb. The best cheese at 25^. a hundred, the 
second best at 228, the worst cheese at i8«. at Waybill and at Sa- 
rum, 1586, Oct. 2. Horses and geldings and colts were very dear 
at this time, but a man might have bought cothed sheep for ^vt 
pound a hundred, I2d. a piece, at Waybill. Flesh was reasonable 
good cheap, at this time. All kinds of linen cloth was dear. Oil 
was worth 302. a tun. Salt at 2«., and 7 groats the bushel. 

The nth of October white salt was worth 10 groats a bushel at 
the carts, and wheat at 1 1 groats, and 1 1 groats and 2d., and barley 
at 23d., butter at 3^d., cheese 2^. a pound. 

Oct. 31. Currants 2s. a hundred. Yarn also was good cheap. 
Butter at 3d. a pound. Cheese at 2d. Wheat at 3$. 4d. Barley 
2 2d. Salt, white, at 10 groats. Pepper at 4^. Malt at 2 2d. 

The winter quarter, beginning Dec. 1586, the 12th day^. 

A note of things that were very dear all this quarter with us at 
Sarum and in other places. 

All linen cloth, viz. hoUands, canvas, fustians, jane, was more dear 
than ever it was before. Dun fustian at i^d. and black also. Hops 
at 40^. a hundred. Figs were very dear at 4d. and 5d. a lb. Oranges, 
lemons, sugar, train oil and oil> all sorts of wines, tallow^ butter, 
grease and fat, pepper, salt. Eggs four a penny, did rise and fall, 
sometime seven for 2d. Hens, capons, ducks, geese, pheasants, were

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very dear. Beef, mutton, lamb, veal. Wheat all this quarter was 
at I T groats a bushel, barley at 2^., oats at i8d., malt at 28, Raisins, 
fish, dry fish, and salt fish, poor Jonas, at 13;. a hundred, herrings, 
oysters at ^d, a hundred. Flax, hemp, leather for shoemakers, hides, 
coals and wood, did fall of the former price, and was better ches^ 
than at summer before. Horses, geldings, mares, and rother beasts 
were dear. Hay and straw reasonable. Rhubarb was very dear. 
Dates. Wool in Feb. began to rise a little. 

These things following were better cheap than they were before, 
viz. currants at 28^. a hundred, grains 1 2d, a lb., ginger at i2d, a lb. 
Woollen cloth, and yarn, and wool, was at 23s. a weight, but wool 
was better cheap at Michaelmas than now, for one might have 
bought then for i ys. a weight. Cheese did keep hard about a price, 
but did rise something ; it was worth in Feb. 26s, sl hundred, and 
butter at 4d, a lb. Wood, faggots, and coals, did fall in the price, 
and was better cheap at Christmas than at Michaelmas before 5 two 
sacks of coals for yd. and 80 faggots for ip groats. Honey and wax 
kept his ordinary price, and these prices it kept in March. Castile 
soap was dear, black soap 235. a hundred. Hops 40s. Pease eight 
groats. Barley 2$, Oats is. 6d. Wheat 45. in March. Butter at ^d. 
Cheese 23s. 

This quarter, in the beginning of Feb. 1587, and in all that month, 
there was many lies and flying tales, and strange news and rumours. 
Very many like to make an uproar, which made many folks almost 
at their wits end to hear thereof, and yet was, all or for the most part, 
ail false rumours and tales 3 and in this month the queen of Scots 
was beheaded, and there was much noise of wars, and our ships 
stayed in France, and our merchants. And poor Jonas and dry fish 
was very dear, at 155. a hundred, and train oil was very scant and 
dear, and most things was dear, but woollen yarn was very good 
cheap, at 20s, a weight of wool of the best. 

The quarter beginning Sept. 13, 1591. 

In this quarter corn fell and came to 2s, a bushel wheat, barley at 
1 8(2. Sixteen cucumbers for id. Musk millions at a groat and 3^2. 
a piece, and some at 6d. 

The quarter beginning the 12th day of June, 1593. 

This quarter whale oil did fall much in its price, 61. or yl. in a 
tun, and hops did fall in price, but pitch did wax more dear, and 
was worth in August 1 2s, a barrel, where before it was sold for 6s, a 
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barrel. Lemons were skant, and wonderful dear. Mithridate and 
treacle was much esteemed, and the herb and root of angelica, car- 
danus benedictus, and dragon water. Whale oil did rise after the 
sun entered Cancer : before it was worth some 36Z. a tun, and then it 
began to fall, and came to 2gl, And fine Seville oil is worth 33/. 
and is also better cheap than before. Soap ashes rose in price. 
Semen citri rose in price from 4^. to los, a pound. Rhubarb is 
fallen 40s, in a lb. from 82. to 61, Allum rose is, in a hundred, from 
28^. to 305. Galls rose 405. a hundred, from 4^. ^s, to 61. 59. Wine 
is fallen from 28Z. to 2o2. a tun. Raisins of the sun are fallen from 
34«. to 28^. English hops fell from 4Z. a hundred to 37s., and Fle- 
mish hops from 40s, to 20s. 

1594. The nth of March. Sun in Aries. 

During the time that Saturn was in ascendant direct, meridional, 
or septent. ass. lead did rise in price, and when Saturn did go retro- 
grade, it did fall always a little, though not much. If Saturn was 
septentrional as. and then when he went direct, being septent. ass. 
it did rise again, so that it came from 61, 135. a tun to loL a tun, 
and 1593, in June, it was worth but jL a tun, and 1594} in Decem- 
ber, it was worth loZ. a tun, and it did rise from yl. by little and 
little till it came to loZ. Tin likewise did begin to rise 1593, when 
Jupiter entered Aquarius, and did rise still, so that it came from ^d. 
to 9d. 1594, Dec. This year from Whitsuntide 15949 corn, malt, 
wheat began to rise, and came to 6s, a bushel, and at Michaelmas it 
was so, and did fall but little till Lent following 1595* but was very 
dear, and worth 14 groats when it was least. Bordeaux wines began 
to fall, and was sold for 3d. a pint from the beginning of the year 
1594 all that year, and sack was at 23 Z. a tun.
